THE CUTTING CASE. 


PRESIDENT DIAZ’ POSITION IN THE PRES- 
ENT DELICATE CONTROVERSY.

The Judge Acting in Good Faith — Cutting 
Treated Better Than Ordinary Pris- 
oners — No Apprehensions of Trouble— 
Ex-Gov. Rice Returns from the City of 
Mexico and Explains the Situation. 


An Associated Press dispatch from the City 
of Mexico gives the following interviews with 
President Diaz and Minister of the Intetior 
Romepo Rubio on the Cutting affair: 

Popular sentiment has been so thoroughly 
aroused here over the Editor Cutting case and 
the Press Comments thereon, that the repre- 
sentative of the Associated Press called to-day 
at the Castle of Chapultepec, to get the views 
of President Diaz and Senor Romero Rubio, 
Minister of the Interior, who is visiting at the 
castle. The latter said that he was happy to 
present the facts in the case to the press, and 
entered at once into a very full review of it 
from the beginning. He stated Mr. Cutting’s 
offense, his character and that of Senor Me- 
dina, and wéntinto an elaborate explanation 
of Mexico’s right to arrest Mr. Cutting from a 
legal point of view. 

MR. CUTTING, SAID THE MINISTER, 
having been commanded by the Court 
to make an apology, did so in an 
EI Paso newspaper, but worded it 
so as to make it really an insult to the 
Court. This newspaper, although published 


in the United States, Cutting knew to be cir- 
culated in El Paso del Norte, on the Mexican 
side of the Rio Grande, and he took pains to 
circulate the issue containing the reflections 
on the Mexican Court in Paso del Norte, 

crossing the river to this side himself to cir- 

culate the paper. He was thereupon arrested 

in proper legal form and put in jail. He was 

treuted with even more consideration than 

Mexican criminals. 

The Minister was asked if he thought the 
Judge had acted in good faith. He replied: 
„ do, and tor that very reason the executive 
power here could not, on ademand from the 
United States Government, set aside the 
judicial power. The Government here consid- 
ered that Cutting had notonly infringed the 
code of the State of Chihuahua, which makes 
offenses against its citizens committed on for- 
eign territory punishable by its courts, but 
had also committed an offense on this side of 
the line by retusing, without giving any reason, 
to recognize the demand of the Judge, using 
insulting language to that official; and it was 
clear that the circulating of the statement de! 
rugatory to the Court on this side of the river 
ee a clear case of offense against the 

aw.’ 

Then it is for these reasons that you have 
refused to grant an unconditional release?’’ 

es; the Government here has forwarded 
avery full report of the case to Washington, 
where it has been submitted to Congress. 

esident Diaz then entered the apartment 
and expressed gratification at meeting a rep- 
resentative of the Associated Press of the 
United States, and extended a cordial greet- 
ing. 
The President said: ‘‘I presume you have 
had from Minister Rubio a full explanation of 
the case und an abstract of the grounds for 
our action, and I will only say that I have just 
received a letter from the Chief Justice of the 
State of Chihuahua giving a resume of the 
proceedings of the Court, in response to my 
request. 

The letter was was then read in full by Senor 
Romero Rubio. It showed that the State au- 
thorities of Chihuahua had exercised every 
care in treating Cutting with consideration, 
even more, the President thought, than was 
necessary, for he thought it was sufficient to 
treat him as he would treat a Mexican citizén 
imprisoned under the same charges. 

Do you consider, Mr. President, that the 
case will lead to trouble?“ 

„„ have ne apprehenson of difficulties 
growing out of such an insignificant affair, 
which is really only a quarrel between disre- 
putable journalists. I think that the United 


States Government was a trifle hasty 
in the matter, owing, probably, 
to early and inaccurxte and  one- 


sidéd reports. T have no doubt that the full ex- 
planation already forwarded to the American 
Congress, an enlightened budy containing 
many excellent laywers and accomplished 
statesmen, will lead to a calmer consideration 
of the matter and that justice will be done.“ 

The Pregident then went on, at much length, 
to relate Various cases occurring on the border 
line of the two republics to show how careful 
both Governments should be not to act too 
hastily and on insufficient evidence. ‘‘There 
are,’’ said the President, ‘‘a class of both 
Mexicans and Americans on the border who, 
after getting into trouble with the law, plead 
their citizenship to shield them from the pun- 
ishment they deserve.“ 

THE PRESIDENT ALSO MENTIONED 
the Capt. Crawford case, where the investiga- 
tion made by bis good friend, Gen. Shert- 
dan,’’ always animated by kindly sentiments 
toward Mexico, proved the shooting was the 
result of a misunderstanding on the partof 
several cases in which he had personally gone 
further than was absolutely necessary in order 
to avoid having unpleasant differences with 
the United States Government. The President 
said he deplored the tone of acertain section of 
both the American and Mexican press,adding: 
Our Government is certainly acting in good 
faith in this matter, being only desirous of 
having justice done. It is a matter for calm 
consideration on the part of the two Govern- 
ments, uninfluenced by the popular clamor.’’ 

He said it was ridiculous to suppose. as had 
been charged in some newspapers, that the 
United States Government was making a pre- 
text of the Cutting care to enter upon a war, 
for the United States would not do so without 
having first got in readiness. The Presidept 
did not believe that the American people were 
hostile to Mexico. On the — he had 
found the best class of Americans in cordial 
sympathy with the progressive purposes of bis 
administration. He sincerely hoped that 
nothing would occur to mar the friendship of 
two peoples, living under the same form of 
government, animated by kindly sentiments 
toward each other. He was glad to be able to 
present his views on this matter to the Am@i- 
can people. 

Dering the entire interview the Mexican 
statesmen expressed themselves with utmost 
moderation and good sense.

EX-GOV. RICE. 


The Better Element in Texas Opposed to 
Hostilities.

NEW Lokk, August 5.—Ex-Gov. Rice of 
Massachusetts, who has been visitingin Mex- 
ico for the last three months, came to New 
York on Tuesday pight. He spent the greater 
part of his time in the city of Mexico, but came 
back by way of El Paso, where he remained 
several days. According to Mr. Rigg’s state- 
ments there is anything but an unanimous in- 
dorsement of the proposed action of our Gov- 
ernment in the Cutting case among the people 
of El Paso and Texas generally. 

No greater mistake could be made, he 
said yesterday, ‘‘than to suppose that every- 
body is in favor of war down there. The bet- 
ter class of people—and by that I mean intelli- 


ent business men, lawyers, clergy and the 

kée—are strongly opposed to any 
hostilities. They consider the case of 
too trivial a character to cause any serious dis- 
turbance between this country and Mexico.

Unless in matters of a political 
or religious character, I have never knownour 
countrymen to be disc: iminated against in the 
courts. Our Consul-General in the City of 
Mexico stated this to me as a fact, and my own 
experience confirmed it.’’ 

„How is Mexico advancing at present?“ 

The Mexican Government is doing as well 
as could be expected of it under the circum- 
stances. Gen. Diaz had great difficulties to 
contend with when he assumed office, but he 
has succeeded admirably, so far, in his efforts 
to place the country, on a sound financial 
basis. The national debt has been consoli- 
dated, and he is now trying to equalize tax- 
ation by taking the duties off the necessaries 
of life and taxing more heavily the big estates. 
The country was never better ruled 
than now. Foreigners are weil pro- 
tected now. A few years axo inis 
sionaries used to be subjected occasionally 
to rough usage in the interior, but they told me 
that they are no longerannoyed. The City of 
Mexico is a good example of the progress that 
has been made of late years. All ‘pulque’ 
shops, the drinking resorts, are closed at 6 
P. ul., and perfect order is maintained in every 
section. The people are easy-going, but 
courteous, The rejection of the reciprocity 
treaty was treated ina dignified way, — 1 
the circumstance was calculated to arouse re- 
sentment. I think it weuld be a grievous 
mistake for us to enter into a conflict with 
such a people just for the purpose of enabling 
ne Bayard to make a little cheap repu- 
tation. Mexico is much weaker tifan we, but 
we ought to be sure that we are right before 
we go to war with her or anyone else. 


KILLED HER ASSAILANT. 


The Mysterious Tragedy Cleared Up by a 
Brooklyn Policeman. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disraren 

NEW YORK, August 5.—What was a very 
mysterious murder and looked as though its 
perpetrator would never be discovered has at 
last been cleared up through the excellent 
detective work of Sergt. Kitzer of the Sixth 
Brooklyn police precinct. Frank Pfister, a 
youth, entered Hartmann’s saloon at the cor- 
ner of Graham avenue and Stagg street, Brook- 


lyn, July 25 and stole $12 from the money 
drawer. Hartmann detected him and 
young Pfister ran out of the place. A 
companion of his returned to the saloon 
and gave Hartmann , which he said wus all 
that had been stolen. Later in the day 
Pfistey’s elder brother entered the saloon 
and was told whatthe boy haddone. Ashe 
was about to be married, he felt the disgrace 
very keenly and banded Hartmann $3, begging 
him not to prosecute the brother. At that mo- 
ment Frank entered and his brother slapped 
him and attempted to kick him. Frank ran 
out and was not seen again until his body 
was found in a swill-wazon at the head of 
Scholes street the next morning. The 
brother was arrested, and has since been 
held, bail being refused, although no one be- 
lieved he wasguilty, as he gave a good account 
of his whereabouts forthat night. The police 
were mystified, and every effort was made to 
find the guilty party. Sergt. Kitzer recently 
heard that a 15-year-old girl, the daughter of 
oid friends of his, knew something of the 
cause of his death. Kitzer went to work and 
last night he and Detective Line arrested Flor- 
ence May Barton, a married woman, li vea:s of 
age. Florence’s statement which was given to 
the police tells the story. Itis as follows: 

1, Florence May Barton, residing at No. 
231 Cook street, met Frank Pfister on the night 
of July 25, after 10 o’clock, atthe corner of 
Flushing and Bushwick avenues. He bade me 
good evening. We held a conversation, after 
which he asked meto take a walk and have 
some ice cream, We then walked through 
Bushwick avenue to Scholes street, up Scholes 
street across the lots, when he placed his arm 
around my waist and asked me if he could see 
me the next night Isaid he could, and told 
him Iwas a married woman. He replied that 


that was so much the better for me. I asked 


him what he meant and he said: ‘Oh, nothing.’ 
At the same time he caught hold of me, threw 
me backward over his kneeto the ground and 
attempted to assault me. 

‘‘] screamed. Hethen pulled a pistol and 
fired one shot, and told me he would brain me 
if J did not shut up. Ifought and got the re- 
volver out of his hand and struck him on the 
head with it while he held medown. Ithrew 
him to the ground and ran away. He got up 
and called after me: ou. 
will get even with you,’ after which he walked 
away. He had a handkerchief in his hand, 
which he put to his eye,as I saw when I 
turned, but 1 still kept running. I 
then went to my sister’s house, 
No. 911 Flushin avenue, where 1 
remained all night. Faia not think the blow I 
struck him would kill him. 

Sergt. Kitzer says he knows the girl to be 
respectable, and is willing to goon her bond 
forany ,amount. She is a small blonde and 
lived with her busband but a short time, as 
she could not keep him at work. Since she 
separated from him she has supported herself 
at dressmaking. She had known young Pfister 
tor a long time and he never offered her an 
insult before. She consented to walk wit 
him because she knew him. Young Pfister had 
a good reputation, and it is supposed he spent 
the money he stole for liquor and was very 
drunk when he met Florence.

civil service laws.

A meeting of Liberal Unionists was held in 
Devonshire House, the residence of Lord 
Hartington, to-day.

Joseph Chamberlain, Sir Henry James and 
Messrs. Rylands, Caine, Heneage and Jesse 
Collings. Lord Hartington in a long speech 
upon the coming parliamentary work pro- 
posed tha all attitude of hostility towards the 
adherents of the late Government be aban- 
doned. The Liberal sections should co-operate 
in an endeavor to secure the enactment of 
useful legislation and oppose unitedly all pro- 
posals looking tothe separation of the Empire. 
He said the consolidation of the party was 
only a matter of time [cheers]; towards that 
end the Unionists should at once identify 
themselves with the rest of the Liberals by 
taking seats in the House of Commons among 
them. He reiterated his opinion that the split 
in the party would soon heal. Mr. Chamber- 
lain followed Lord Hartington. He said he 
would willingly accept the leadership of Lord 
Hartington, with whom he was in entire and 
cordial sympathy. He declared that such 
action as Lord Hartington proposed would 
speedily restore the unity of the party. The 
Unionists, he said, were the real victors at 
the late elections.

it can be seen in which countries tea is most 
popular as a beverage. In Great 
Britain the average individual con- 
sumes three times the amount of tea that an 
American does,and the Australians, from the 
above figures, seem to be twice as fond of it 
as the British. Russia, being an extremely 
cold country,no tea can be grown there, but the 
overland importation is considerable. The sea 
trade is principally to Great Britain and this 
country. As yet no very successful attempts 


Shave been made to grow tea in this country, 


but in the neighborhood of London there 
are a great groves which 
endure the ot winter with- 
out any protection. Butas was already said, 
the cold deprives the leaves of much of the 
flavor which mark their growth in tropical 
countries. Comparisons made between 
the above figures and figures com- 
piled in 1860 show that the beverage is con- 
stantly becoming more popular. In Great 
Britain in 1860, for instance, the consumption 
per capita was only 2.67, while in 188 it was 
4.90, the average given above. Strange to say 
that while the number of tea drinkers 
is constantly increasing-people are getting to 
care less and less for coffee, that is if the taste 


of the people of Great Britain may 
be taken as examples of the uni- 
versal tendency. In 1860 the average 


consumption of coffee in Great Britain per 
capita was 1.28, while in 1883 it was only 0.89. 
The most probable reason why people are get- 
ting to care less for coffee is that most phy- 
sielans are of the opinion that itis harmful to 
the nervous system.

DINAE's DEATH. 


—— — 
Investigation Into the Killing on the Steamer 
Hudson. . 


The Coroner is to-day holding an inquest on 
the body of George Dinah, the negro who was 
killed yesterday morning by John 
Sweeney, the mate of the steamer Hudson. 
E- Gov. Johnson, Sweeney’s attorney, was 


on hand and watched the proceedings with 
interest. Fred Corrigan, a white deckhand, 
testified that he heard Sweeny twice order 
Dinah to leave the boat and saw the 
latter raise his hand with a stone 


in it to throw it at the mate when the latter

He said he heard 
the mate call to Dinah to ‘‘get off freight,’’ 
and immediately afterward heard a 
shot and the negro fell in his arms. He did 
not see the shot fired, but was within a few 
feet of the negro when killed, afid saw the 
smoking revolver in Sweeny’s hand. 

Do you know anything more about this 
case? as k ed Coroner Nidelet. 

„Well, tell all you know. 

„ just want somebody to ask me a question 
about what I know sul can tell it.’’ 

„Well, I'm asking you to tell all you know. 
Now. go ahead. 

„Alright then, I' tell you. After the ne- 
gro fell I laid him down on his right side and 
then on his left side, and as I turned him over 
some stones fell out of his shirt bosom. Corrigan 
also handed mea stone which he said was one 
of the stones the negro had thrown at the sec- 
ond mate. I have got the stones here, and 
want vou to call in Corrigan to see if 
he can identify the one he gave me.“ There- 
upon the sailor.“ as Monahan is known, 
raised a bundie to the table. After care- 
fully untying the 
around it he unwound 11 
wrappin 
inside of the first, disclosing a red hand- 
kerchief, which, when duly opened, exposed 
to view three stones. ‘*There are the 
stones, said Monahan, and I have 
kept good care ofthem. I wouldn’t even let 
the Captain have them. This is the one [indi- 
eating] that Corrigan gave me and the other 
two fell from Dinah’s shirt bosom when I 
turned him over. ' 

Several negroes testified that Dinab had no 
stone in his hand, and thaf they heard nothing 
paid about a stone at the time. They said that 
the mate had canght the negro ‘‘ratting’’ 

or loafing behind a hogshead, and chased him 
away. He then hit him witha piece of coal 
and as the negro whirled around shot him. 
At3v'clock this afternoon the inguest was 
still in progress.

HOP STETT ERS STATEMENT. 

Judge HorsTetrer’s admissions in re- 
gard to his official action in the Rasures 
case are the reverse of exculpatory. His 
statement is nothing more nor less than 
a confession that he wrote an order for 
the arrest and surrender of a man to Mex- 
ican pursuers, without seeing them or the 
man, without hearing what he had to say 
on the subject, and without seeing any- 
thing that purported to be requisition pa- 
pers from any Mexican official. He admits 
that he did this on the mere request of 
Sheriff OGLESBY, and on the latter’s state- 
ment that the man was a Mexican horse- 
thief Mand that the requisition papers 
would be handed to the Judge next day, 
though it now seems that no such papers 
éver came or have even yet been seen by 
Judge or Sheriff! 

So, whether RasuRES was a Mexican or 
American, an innocent man or a criminal, 
these American officials were both guilty 
of illegally aiding his Mexican murderers 
to kidnap and hurry their victim away to 
his doom, contrary to American law, 
whose protection.every mere sojourner is 
entitled to, and which’ forbids the extra- 
dition of anybody, except after a full 
hearing upon regularly authenticated 
requisition from the proper foreign 
officials, supported by proof that the per- 
son is a fugitive from justice. 

Judge HoOrstETTER, in behalf of himself 
and the Sheriff, makes a further state- 
ment which, if its truth be established, 
will not weaken the case against them, 
but will considerably weaken the case of 
the United States against Mexico. He 
states that RASURES was a Mexican fugi- 
tive seeking American protection years 
ago when he first made declaration of his 
intention to become a citizen of the United 
States, and that, returning to Mexico as 
soon as the danger blew over, he then re- 
sumed his Mexican citizenship by serving 
in the Mexican army and by continuous 
residence within Mexican jurisdiction for 
years and until his recent return to Eagle 
Pass. 

If this be true and it be also true that no 
authorized Mexican official sent any re- 
quisition for the unfortunate man, the 
case will furnish us with no basis fora 
valid demand upon Mexico. If we de- 
mand the punishment of the Mexicans 
who took RASURES from our soil without 
authority of law, Mexico will answer that 
he was arrested and surrendered to them 
without official requisition and upon the 
order of an American extradition agent 
duly commissioned, and that we can best 
vindicate the majesty of our outraged 
sovereignty by seeking satisfaction from 
ourownagent. If we demandthe sur- 
render or punishment of the men who 
murdered Rasvures, she will answer that 
the vindication of her own laws demands 
their punishment, and that the murder of 
one Mexican citizen by other Mexicans on 
Mexican soil is not an affair that concerns 
the United States. We will have to com- 
pletely reverse our claim in the CuTTING 
case before wescan demand satisfaction 
for the murder of a Mexican by Mexicans 
in Mexico.

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THE SURPLUS, 

The House was wise in adopting the sur- 
plus resolution as modified by the con- 
ferrees of the two disagreeing bodies. As 
sent to the President it contains no pro- 
vision for the purchase of trade-dollar 
bullion at an enormous premium, and it 
differs from the original House resolution 
only in according too large a margin of 
discretion to the Secretary of the Treas- | 
ury in locking up surplus or using the 
same for redemption of bonds and ex- 
tinction of interest charges. 

It permits him either to call bonds with 
any $10,000,000 of surplus he may have in 
excess of the $100,000,000 held agaifist the 
greenback circulation, or to call $10,000,000 
of bonds only when the excess is $30,000,000, 
or to retain temporarily even a larger ex- 
cess in extreme emergencies, which are to 
be reported to Congress. But the resolu- 
tion is still an implied censure of the 
Administration’s treatment of the surplus. 
Itamounts to a declaration that about 
$60,000,000 of the surplus now retained in 
the Treasury should have been applied to 
the extinction of the interest-bearing 
debt, and that there should be redeemed 
at least $107,000,000 of redeemable bonds 
during the current fiscal year, unless the 
Treasury estimates are upset by some 
emergency not now in sight. 

Some Senators contend that the rey- 
enues will exceed the estimates $25,000,000 
or more, as they did last year, and that 
even as amended the resolution implies 
the redemption of at least $130,000,000 of 
bends during the current fiscal year. That 
would mean an annual saving of $3,900,000 
of interest, with a surplus of $120,000,000 
retained all the time in the Treasury, and 
the redemption of ali the bonds subject.

TWO CASES. 

International quurrels on account of in- 
dividuals are not new. A most memora- 
ble example was the Don Pacifico case, 
now nearly forgotten, which brought En- 
gland to the verge of war more than 
thirty-five years ago, and gave Lord 
PALMERSTON the opportunity to make his 
famous and eloquent appeal for the honor 
and dignity of English citizenship and to 
achieve in a single night the reputation of 
a great Parliamentary orator. 

Dow Pactrico was an obscure and hum- 
ble Jew living in Athens, buta British 
subject. During a period of excitement 
and disorder, an Athenian mob tore down 
his house and destroved his property. As 
an English subject, he made out a claim 
for damages against the Greek Govern- 
ment and urged itinthe regular way. 
Greece was then under the joint protection 
of several great Powers, and France and 
Russia resented the DON Pactrico claim, 
which was sustained by England. 
The matter came up in the House of 
Commons and Lord PALMERSTON, as Sec- 
retary for Foreign Affairs, made the most 
effective speech of his life, consuming 
nearly a night in its delivery, in which he 
contended that the Don Pacifico claim 
should be sustained with the whole re- 
sources of the Empire, even if it precipi- 
tated a war with France and Russia. A 
great principle was involved in an insig- 
nificant episode; the value and meaning 
of English citizenship were represented in 
the person of an obscure and perhaps de- 
spised English subject. This view of the 
case afforded the key-note of the speech, 
and the appeal wasirresistible. The ancient 
argument conveyed in the words, ‘‘Civis 
Romanus sum,’’ was applied with a pas- 
sion and energy that bore down all op- 
position. The result was that the Govern- 
ment was committed to the support of the 
Don Pacifico claim, the Government at 
Athens was forced to pay it, and France 
and Russia did not go to war with 
England.’ 

It cannot yet be known what will be 
done in the Cutting case, but if he were a 
British subject one could make a pretty 
accurate guess as to the result. 

—— — — — 

THE Senate had to agree to the striking 
out of its trade-dollar amendment before 
the House would accept the other Senate 
amendments to the surplus resolufion. 
The trade dollar was never by law any 
more of a legal tender than the fractional 
paper issues called postal currency. It 
was issued for no other purpose than to 
circulate in foreign trade as bullion at its 
bullion value, and the mint stamp upon it 
was intended only as a United States Gov- 
ernment certification of its weight and 
fineness. As bullion, the trade dollars 
are now worth only 73 13-16 cents, and to 
redeem them at paris to pay one dollar 
for 73 13-16 cents worth of silver bullion 
marked in a certain way which can be 
easily imitated in any country where the 
mechanic arts flourish. Yet the Senate 
attached to the surplus resolution an 
amendment authorizing the redemption 
at par of all the trade dollars which may 
be presented in six months from the pass- 
age of the resolution. It is estimated that 
of the trade dollars coined by the United 
States there are now F510, 000, 000 in the 
hands of speculators who bought them as 
bullion, to hold them for the ‘‘soft snap“ 
proposed by this Senate amendment. The 
redemption of the trade dollar would be a

gift of $2,619,000 to these speculators, and 


there is no telling how many more mill- 
ions of them might be presented for re- 
demption during six months.

Paris Dispatch to the London Standard. 

M. Maspero, who from family circumstances 
has found it necessary to relinquish the Mper- 
intendence of the important archwological 
excavations now in progress in Egypt, has 
just given at the Academy of Inscriptions an 
interesting account of his latest discoveries. 
With regard to the great Sphinx, M. Maspero 
stated that the works of this year had lowered 
the surface of the ground surrounding the 
monument by 16 meters. Little more had now 
to be done before it could be ascertained 
whether the Sphinx rested on a pedestal. 
From the appearance of the Sphinx, now that 
it is so far disclosed, M. Maspero is inclined to 
reject the opinion that it was carved on a huge 
rock commanding the plain. He considers 
that the plateau was hollowed outinto an im- 
mense basin, at the centre of which the rock 
intended to be sculptured into the Sphinx was 
left intact. Among the numerous excavations 
made, M. Maspero mentioned an untouched 
sepuichre of the twentieth dynasty, even the 
priests’ seals on the doors remaining as when

The influence of an accumulating surplus 
upon the legislation of the general Govern-

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MATTHEWS’ MISSTEP. 


THE BLOT ON THE RECORD OF THE NEW 
BRITISH HOME SECRETARY. 


A Royal Compliment Which Was Not Well 
Merited — His Appointment Revives an 
Old and Loud Scandal--The Chetwynd 
Divorce Case and Mr. Matthews’ Un- 
savory Connection With It. 


A record is as dangerous a thing to an En- 
glish politician as it has often proved to be in 
America, where the failure to burn letters ac- 
cording to instructions, cipher dispatches, 
etc., have caused the shelving of men who 
might have gained high position. Henry 
Matthews, the Home Secretary of 
Salisbury’s new cabinet, is in a 
bad way with his record and the probability 
exists that he will not be re-elected from North 
Birmingham, to which constituency, as a 
newly appointed minister, he must appeal for 
re-election before taking his seat. The Lib- 
erals promise to spring an unsavory episode 
in his career in contesting him at North Birm- 
ingham, an episode that kept him out t 
politics for years. He recently distinguished 
himself in the Dilke case by his merci- 
less cross-examination of the co- 
respondent, to which he is said 
to owe his preferment at this

IT WAS IN THE CHETWYND DIVORCE 

case thatthe now Home Secretary appeared 

as cCO-respondent. It was in 1860 he made 

the acquaintance of Mr. and Mrs. Chetwynd 


of Longdon House, Staffordshire. The hus- 
band was the younger son of Sir 
George Chetwynd, Baronet, and his 
wife was a granddaughter of. the 


Earl of Shrewsbury. They were married when 
she was within two months of confinement. 
When Chetwynd applied fora divorce in 1864 
it was shown that Matthews converted Mrs. 
Chetwynd to the Roman Catholic church with- 
out her husband's knowledge or consent, and 
took advantage of her unsettied morals to de- 
prave her to the gratification of himself. He 
loaned her such indecent literature as ‘‘La 
Petit Jehan de Sambre,’’ George Sand’s 
**Lelia’’ and ‘‘Mamon Lescant,’’ which were 
found in her room with his name written in 
them. Her diary was produced in court 
and extracts read from it in which 
she told of an infatuation for Matthews, wno 
she ridiculously referred to as her idol, her 
god, etc. At the same time she blamed her- 
self for her sin toward her busband, and 
seemed to have undergone a deal of mental 
anguish. Her analysns of her conduct were 
worthy the incisive pens of modern meta- 
physical novelists. The publication of these 
extracts in the reports of the trial created 
as much interest as any subsequent 
tales of indecency, the Pall Mall Ga- 
zette tribute to the modern Babylon 
or the Dilke case not excepted. 
It was shown in court that Chetwynd bad been 
guilty of adultery and gross cruelty. On this 
the wife was given a divorce, and, as in the 
Diike case, the jury did not find evidence 
sufficient against the co-respondent and he 
was legally cleared, though 
CONDEMNED IN PUBLIC OPINION. 

Hie remained altogether out of public life 
until 1868, when he stood for Parliament at 
Dungarvan inireland.

Home Secretary is only $25,000, but it is an of- 
fice of great importance, as he has control of 
the police, the commutation of death and 
other judicial sentences. 

Should he be returned bythe Birmingham- 
tons much pressure will be brought to bear 
upon him to commence a Government prose- 
cutionas Home Secretary against Dilke for 
perjury committed iu the recent trial. The 
Government lawvers bave signed a written 
consultation givingtheir opinion that Dilke 
can be held on thatcharge. What Matthews 
will do is the question English public men on 
both sides are asking in view of his own past. 


THE NEWBERRY ESTATE. 


Judge Shepard Confirms the Plan of Dis. 
tribution Among the Heirs. 


CHICAGO, August 5.—Judge Shepard has con- 
firmed the plan for distributing halt of the 
late Walter L. Newberry’s estate among his 
heirs. The other half, about $2,180,000, is ap- 
propriated to the construction of a public 
library.

The amount to be distributed among the heirs 
is $2,131,723. The total fund held for the heirs 


is 52, 186, 118. 76. The trustees are empowered to 
reserve $49,573 for their owu remuneration 
and for contingencies. The bill of Isham &

paid out of this fund.

Laduc, each, one-hundred-and-twelfth part.

HAPPY ENGINEERS. 


How President Cleveland’s Signature Af- 
fects Some Local Interests. 


The river and harbor bill signed by the Pres- 
ident this morning appropriates $375,000 for 
the improvement of the St. Louis district of 
the Mississippi. This district extends from 
the mouth of the Illinois to the mouth of 
Ohio River. Improvements have been begun 
at various points between these two streams 
which empty into the Mississippi, but are 
at a standstill now owing to lack of 
funds. In former years the appropriation 
amounted to $600,000 per annum and was ex- 
pended at the points demanding most imme- 
diate attention, giving employment to 1,500 
men. . 

The present river and harbor bill makes 
provisions for the expenditure of $37,500 
at Cairo, $22,500 at Cape Girardeau 
and $75,000 at St. Louis, and unfixed sums 
at Alton and tife mouth of the Missouri 


River. The 2 introduced into that por- 
tion of the bill appertaining to this district 
were drawn up and inserted without consulta- 
tion with the men engaged on the work here. 
THE EFFECT OF THIS 
may be to bamper the judicious distribution of 
that part of the money. A consultation with 
the United States Engineer who has 
had the work in hand here would 
have certainly conduced to wiser provisions 
for expenditure, but it is a fact that concern- 
ing this important matter the corps here has 
been in absolute ignorance of the plans for the 
St. Louis District and still have 
onl such information as they 
gathered from the newspaper reports. 
The work at Alton has been completed, as it 
also has in this harbor, as far as the require- 
ments of general navigation are concerned. 
At Cairo.a considerable balance has been left 
over from the last appropriation to complete 
the work. Noimmediate necessity for spend- 
ing money exists there. In front of this city 
there is u good channel, and 
good steamboat landings, so, that there is 
no immediate need here, though the portion 
set aside for this point can be advan- 
8 used.. Maj. Ernst of the United 
States Engineering Department was seen 
at his office at the Custom-house to-day. Con- 
cerning the plans for work, hesaid: ‘‘Nothing 
will be done just now. In fact, I don’t 
think any of the work to be done 
under this appropristion will be begun before 
the latter part of September. I do not know 
except from newspaper accounts what the 
rovisions are. As soon as I learn 
his I will submit a project for the expendi- 
ture of appropriation tothe Secretary of War 
whose approval it must receive before 
the work will be begun. Then it will 
be necessary to purchasg supplies, eto. All 
our staples, such as rope, nails, etc., are 
bought on contract.’’ 

When will the work be commenced?’’ 

Well the plan of the improvement has been 
the deepening of the channel of the Missis- 
Sippi from St. Louis, south to the end of this 
district. 

WE HAVE ADVANCED ALREADY 

about twenty-two miles below here. Some of 
these works will first be repaired, and then

will be continued. The sum asked 
for was over a million dollars as that amount 
is necessary to complete the work 


within a reasonable time. The work 
will be taken * near Sulphur 
8 by narrowing the bed of the river. 
This, of course, recovers a lot of land. The 
question of ownership of this land has not yet 
been finally passed upon by the courts. Where 
small amounts are recovered it has been con- 
ceded to belong to the gp ons | 
owner or owners, but where groun 
is reclaimed atter a heavy expenditure 
there is a question involved for the courts to 
passupon. It has not yet been decided, but 
will probably be this year. At Horse 
Tail, for instance, a lot of land 
has been reclaimed, which land is high enough 
for cultivation. The question of ownership 
under such conditions is of course an interest- 
ing and important one.“ 

IN THE ANTE-ROOM

With Union Depot dotted every now 
and then with ministerial-looking 
gentlemen with carpet bags, it was not to be 
wondered at that little attention was given to 
Rev. E. O. Coleman when a few weeks 
ago he took his place in the 
ticket-office window and purchased 
a ticket for a roilroad jourrey. But if the 
ticket had been carefully noted it would have 
been a cause of surprise. It is not 
every minister that can go to 


Australia for an outing and 


the fact that Mr. Coleman was bound for that 
big but far away island would have aroused a 
periectly natural feeling of astonishment. 
__ BUT MR. COLEMAN DID so. 

One day he boarded a train for California with 
the intention of bringing up in Australia. As the 
train passed out of the city Mr. Coleman set- 
tied back in the seat with a sigh of satisfac- 
tion, as he realized that he was leaving behind 
him some unpleasant experiences connected 
with his work in the Congregational Church in 
this city. 

Mr. Coleman, until recently, was pastor of 
the Union Congregational Church at Ashley 
and Third streets. This church was the out- 
— of a mission held for several years at 

iddle and Fifth streets, and was organized 
about a year ago and Mr. Coleman 
was put forward for the place by 
the late Dr. Goodell. Before’ that 
time he had been pastor of Olive Branch Con- 
gregatjonal Church, where he had done some 
pretty good work. When Union Church was 
organized Mr. Coleman was putin charge. He 
was a pleasant faced, genial man and seemed 
to possess the physical vigor and 
kindness necessary to down town 
evangelization. He was very quietly 
transferred from Olive Branch and took up his 
new and harder duties without a public ex 
pression of regret. This seemed singular at 
the time, but it was taken as an evidence that 
he was such a sacrificing Christian that he 
would not allow his personal comfort to stand 
in the way of saving souls. 

He began in his new field very auspiciously, 
and the people who had been struggling along 
with the mission thought they could see day- 
light ahead. But where they saw light the 
pastor saw steadily advancing a dark shadow 
that came nearer. He held two services on 


Sunday, organized an active sewing- 
school, took a commendable interest 
in the heathen, and touched up 


the temperance question alittle. His congre- 
gation steadily increased and excepting the 
annoyances connected with some hoodlums 
throwing rocks and mud at the church his 
progress was comparatively smooth. 

But as the days of last winter lengthened it 
wus observed the pastor was not himself, that 
he acted strangely in the pulpit, occasionally 
losing the thread of his discourse 
and that he was losing his good 
nature. Then it was that the shadow crept up 
till it enveloped the man and gradually 

CHANGED ITSELF INTO A MONSTER, 
which clutched the unfortunate minister inits 
iron grasp and held him fast. Several deacons 
suspected something was wrong and began 
to look up his antecedents. They found that 
in his former career in New York he 
had contracted the habit of drink 
which he shook off sufficientiy to 
enable him to make a fresh Start 
in the West. They found he had been gradu- 
ally falling back into his old ways, having 
even returned ina mild degree to his cups 
while at Olive Branch. About the time 
they had gathered together this startling piece 
of information they were spured the pain of 
disclosing 4t by the pastor himself. One 
Thursday afternoon at prayer-meeting he 
took his accustomed place in the plain 
little pulpit. The congregation observed 
that his face bore a peculiar look, that his 
eyes were heavy and that he leaned heavily 
upon the support. Those who had just learned 
of his failing sat back with a look of pity and 
anxiety, dreading and yet hoping for 
the revelation that would lift the burden from 
their shoulders. They didn’t have long to 
wait. The pastor urose to give out his text 
for the evening talk, but had scarcely opened 
the sacred book, when he fell to laughing and 
then to crying in such maudlin alternation 
that the truth flashed home to every member. 

AS SOON AS THE SUPPORTERS. 

of the church heard of this they demanded an 
immediate resignation of their pastor, which 
was firmly seconded by the Dis- 
trict Association. The united de- 
mand was effectual and Mr. Coleman 
stepped down and out. His condition was 
such that he was placed ina hospital for afew 
daysand later on was persuaded to go to 
Australia where he hasa brother about 45 years 
olf age, several years younger than himself. 

Since his departure the church has got along 
in a desultorv sort of way, its pulpit being 
supplied by the several Congregational pas- 
tors who have not left the city. This has 
proved so unsatisfactory that at a meeting 
this week the church decided to employ Rev. 
Mr. Allen, a local Methodist preacher, to fill 
out the month of August regularly until Rev. 
Dr. Stimson takes the Pilgrim pulpit, when it 
is expected the down town work will be sys- 
tematically provided for.

New YORK, August 5.—Eight members of 
the Japanese village, which some time ago 
was in Madison Square Garden and is soon to 
open at St. George, Staten Island, went to the 
woods of Arden, near Tottenville, Staten 
Island, on Sunday morning ona private little 
excursion of their own. They enjoyed them- 
selves, and about 9 o’clock at night took a 


train for St. George. In the car there were 
eight or ten „„ men from New York, 
Brooklyn an Hoboken, und they were 
doing their level best to start the 
pails in the woodwork by shoutin and 
singing. They had been having a goo time, 
too, and had evidently looked upon the beer 
when it had a bead on it. They smoked bad 
cigars and worse cigurettes and bad their feet 
perched upon the backs of the seats. When 
the Japs entered the car the New York delega- 
tion of toughs shouted in concert, Ah. 
there! andthe Brookiynites replied, ‘‘Stay 
there!’’ Tue Hobokenites were silent until 
their leader wondered iftbe tanned Italians 
bad any smokers. Then the tougns began 
shouting at the Japs and making remarks 
about the ludies. The Japs made no reply 
and the toughs became bolder. One 
of them approached the group and 
asked for a match. The Jap’s politeness in 
handing him one non-plussed the young ruf- 
fian, and he returned to his companions. 
The village party paid no attention to the 
coarse jests fliying at them vy the humorous 
crowd in the other end ofthe car. Get onto 
the dude’s bangs!’’ ‘‘Ciimb his mustache!’’ 
‘‘] wonder whether he would lend me them 
eyes ior a laundry sign, etec., filled the air 
and jostied the bell-rope. There was a notice- 
able lack of brakemen, and the toughs were 
not molested until two of them walked boldiy 
up tothe Japs and their lady companions, and 
while one stood up and blew the Cigarette 
smoke into the gentleman's face, the other 
gat down beside one of the ladies. He placed 
his arms around her waist, coupling his action 
with a request that he might have the pleasure 
of tsking her away from 
„THEM DUDES,’’ 

and seeing her home. The young lady re- 
sented this insult by attempting to rise, but 
she was detained by the tough. She screamed 
and the Poo Bah of the party jumped up. 
What tollowed would be hard to describe ex- 
actly. But Poo Bah hit the tough on the head 
with his cane, and knocked him down, when 
he jumped on him, ciawed him and pounded 
him until the tough was helpiess. His friends 
came rushing to bis rescue, and the war be- 


gan. The toughs and the Japs collided 
in the middle of the car and 
the ladicvs retired to the rear. The 


toughs made aterritic rush and expected to 
climb right over the Japs, and, after punch- 
ing them, throw them out of the window, but 
they ran agaiustastone fence. There was a 
little hard hitting, some harder kicking anda 
few minutes later several toughs were seen to 
getfrom between the seats where they were 
wedged while others washed the blood from 
their taces at the ice cooler. Among the 
toughs there were only eight eyes that could 
pee without having the lids propped open. 
When the train arrived at St. George the Japs 
alighted looking as fresh as daisies; while the 
toughs looked as though they had been in a 
railroad accident. Some policemen were on 
hand and arrested the whole crowd and took 
them to Stapleton. The manager of the Japs 
went too and saw Justice Vaughn. The result 
of his visit was that the Japs were released und 
the manager heidintheirstead. The toughs 
were locked up and then the manager was 
released on his own 1ecognizance. Yesterday 
the toughs were marched before the Justice. 
There were only five of them and one *‘hadn’t 
done nothin'.

THE TORPILLEUR’S TRIP. 


Excitement in Germany Over the French 
Aeronaut’s Successful Experiment. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. , 

NEW YorRK, August 5.—The Berlin corre- 
spondent ofa morning paper, under date of 
July 27, writes as follows: The success of the 
aeronaut, L’Hoste, and his companions, in 
making inaballoon the journey across the 
channel from Cherbourg to London, has 
caused no little excitement here. It is the 
first successful attempt to reachapoint de- 
termined on beforehand, and indicates a de- 


cided advance in aeronautics, which will be 
put to good use in a coming war. Germany 
and Russia have both, for some time, been 
pushing forward experiments in flying 
machines for use in war or otherwise. 
The direction in which they have been 
working was the one which, previous to the 
experiment just made by L’ Hoste in the bal- 
loon Torpilleur, was mostlikely to be success- 
ful. It ignored the idea of the inflated gas-bag, 
which is enormous in size, difficuit and costly 
to fillin war and floats—a gigantic derelict— 
at the mercy of every current of air, a huge 
mark for the first — who can hit and 
bring it to the ground. 

Baumgarten in Germany and Varanovski in 
Russia have adopted the principle of the in- 
clined plane pressed against the air, and thus 
capable of making some attempt, at least, to 
rezulate its own course. Inthe kite the force 
that presses the inclined plane is the hand of 
the N acting through the string. In the sail 
of the boat the resistance of the water to side- 
long motion keeps the sail pressed against the 
wind. Inthe flying machines of Raumgarten, 
the pressure is given by an engine carned by 
the machine and acting by means of fans.

OLD KEOKUK. 


AN INTERESTING SKETCH OF THE FAMOUS 


SAC CHIEFTAIN. 


The Monument to Be Erected to His Memory 
at the City Bearing His Name—Incidents 
in His Career—Where His Remains Were 


Found—His Descendasts. 


A number of public-spirited citizens of Iowa 
are engaged in the collection of a subscription 
fund for the erection of a monument to the 
memory of the old Indian Chief Keokuk. 


There are many members and descendants of 


the tribe of the old warrior, who are useful 
and respected citizens of Iowa, which fact, 
coupled with the recollections of the faith- 
ful services to the United States of Keo- 
kuk, himself, prompt the movement to mark 
with fitting dignity the grave of this pictu- 
resque King of a once powerful people. 

The proposed monument, together with the 
statute of the chief with which it is intended 
to surmount it, will be 36 feet 6 inches. The 
base will be 8 feet 2 inches square and the die 
4 feet 3 inches square. The statue of the chief 
will be 6 feet Sinches high. The designs and 


inscription for the column have not yet been 
determined. 

THE FOLLOWING EXTRACT 
from a letter from one of the management to a 
gentieman in St. Louis, contains some inter- 
esting history: 

Tne old Sac chief Keokuk was born on 
Rock River, near Rock Island, III., in the year 
1780. Accounts differ as to his parentage; one 
is that his mother was a balf-breed, but I have 
in my possession a letter from Capt. William 
Phelps, who was intimate with the old chief as 
atrader withthe tribe and understood their 
language, who says Keokuk told him that the 
very little white biood in his veins was trans- 
mitted to him througb his father, who was a 
haif-breed (French and Indian), and that his 
mother was a iuil-blooded Sac. 

Keokuk was not an vty cd | chief. He 
was a man of good physique, height about five 
feet ten inches, weight about two hun- 
dred pounds. He was of commanding 
presence, eloquent in speech, active, brave 
and intelligent, and thus became an active 
leader of his tribe. He opposed Black Hawk 
in his advocacy of war with the whites in 1832, 
and prevented a large portion of his tribe from 
engaging in what was called the Black Hawk 
war. In the treaty with the Government at 
the conclusion of the war, Keokuk was recog- 
nized by Gen. Scott as chief of the Sacs and 
Foxes and was so recognized by the Govern- 
ment until his death, which occurred on their 
reservation in Kansas in the summer of 1848. 
He wus succeeded by his son, Moses Keokuk, 
now Chief of the tribe in the Indian Territory. 
On the 4th of July, 1883, this son was invited 
and came tothiscity with his present wife 
and grandson, Johnny Keokuk, ac- 
companied also by H. C. Jones, a half- 
breed interpreter. During his stay 
here we ascertained the place and 
date of the death of his father, the old Chief, 
and secured his written consent toremove the 
remains to this city for interment. Then a 
movement was inaugurated toerect by popular 
subscription, a monument to his memory in 
our public park, and the site selected is on the 
high biuff overlooking the Mississippi River 
and the Government Canal. 

HIS GRAVE WAS FOUND 
as indicated by his son, walled around by 
rough sandstone and covered by a marble 
slab, three feet wide by six feet long, bearing 
the following inscription: 
Sacred 2 
to the memory of 
Keokuck: 
A distinguished Sac Chief, 
Born at Rock Island in 


788. 
Died in April, 1848. 
In the lower corner is cut the name of the 
firm furnishing the slab, Mathew Park & Son. 

The remains were exhumed and, together 
with the marble slab, were brought to this 
city and are now in my possession, waiting 
to be placed in the monument, the first sec- 
tion of which has just been contracted for. 
The design of the monument bas been 
adopted. It will be forty-five feet in height, 
but will be built in sections only as the money 
is obtained todothe work. Our citizensare 
indeb@ed to Charles Parsons and Gen. John W. 
Noble of St. Louis for materiu aid. 

Duri the visit of Moses, Keokuk here, we 
ascertained from him that, at his father’s 
death, five children survived him, two sons 
and three daughters, but at that date (July, 
1883, he was the only one living, and the only 
direct descendants of the old chief at that 
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time were himself, his only son Charles, and 


children, Frank, John and 
his brother’s daughter Nellie, 
at Hampton, Va.;

Capt. Phelps, who knew Keo- 
kuk intimately from 1829 to 1846, says: His 
wives numbered two so Jong as I knew him, 
and in his visits to our house his older wife 
and = usually accompanied him.’’ 

Wm. B. Street, whose father was agent for 
the Sace and Foxes many years before their re- 
moval to Kansas, says: ‘‘Keokuk had but 
two wives; they were called his old wife and 
his young wife. Yet A. W. Harlan and others 
who had not so good opportunities of 
knowing as either Phelps or Street place the 
number anywhere from three to seven. It 
may be that, like many pale faces of the 
present day, he had one wife and several 
squaws. 

A recent visitor to the Sacand Fox Agency 
writes of the son of the old Chief, the present 
Ohief Keokuk, thus: ‘‘He has taken for sev- 
eral years a bold stand for civilization and 
Christianity. He ie a faithful member of the 
Baptist Church and delivers interesting ad- 
dresses in the Indian tongue before the
